The intention was to make the 
session commence in May, but the free-holders 
engaged in the drafting of that remarkable docu- 
ment Were so,annoyed and distracted bythe sound 
of axes being ground, that they overlooked this 
most linportant matter. 

THE CHARTER 

can only be amended bya two-thirds vote of all 
the votus cast at an election, when the saine are 
submitted. Everybody in St. Louls recognizes 
the necessity of straightening ouiithis mistake, 
but the amendment goes before -the people 
at each muaicipal election, handicapped 
and choked by\ “street sprinkling’ ana olner 
visionary echeyyes, and it goes down in the gen- 
eral wreck, 

Mayor Ewing last spring convened the Assem- 
bly in special session as soon as possible. They 
¢eould only act upon such matters under the Char- 
ter as were brought to their attention by message. 
The Executive in his message recited the circum- 
stances uf the unfortunate action of the free- 
bolders, and exercised bis prerogative by inviting.

A $40,000 BLAZE. 


Several Stores on South Second Street Dam- 
aged This Merning. 


Just before 10 o’clock this morning an alarm of 
fire was sounded from box 63, located at the cor- 
ner of Walnutand Main streets. The fire wus 
found to be in the warehouses of the St. Louis 
Quilting Company, Nos. 23 and 25 South Second 
street. When the Frre Department reached the 
grounds flames and smoke were rushing in from 
every window on the third and fourth floors. 


Ladders were placed at each window and while 
there were but five engines on the ground seven 
sircams Were pui in service, two oi the fire en- 
gines with short leads playing two streams each.

No Compromise is What the Railroads Say— 
The Situation TosDay—The Switchmen’s 
Side.

The superintendent of the Vandalia reports 
everything moving smootbly on this side to-day. 
There are about ten vacancies in the yards yet to 
be filled. The men have been sent for and are 
expected to be here by’to-day or to-morrow, The 
East St. Louis and Carondelet Road put one new 
man to . work this morning.

Everything was moving as usual, and as though 
no-strike bad eecurred. Col. Hill, the superin- 
tendent, says that he will go out and switch 
the cars him+elf before one of the strikers g:t 
employment from the road, The Chicago aud Al- 
ton says the only difficulty they have ex erlenced 
has been with their connecting lines. They have 
handled all the freicht that has been given them 
and everything to-day has been arriving just the 
same as though there had been no strike. The 
old men were given an opportunity to ge 
to work Saturday but refused. ow the 
compauy is determined to employ others to fill 
their places. The Wabash road claims to have 
sent fifty car-loads over the bridge yesterday. 
There ure about fifteen vacancies on the East St. 
Louis side. and as many on this yet to be filled, 
Some of the regular empioyes of the company are 
now performing the duties of switchmen, but 
in a day or so new men will be shipped here from 
various points on the line, and everything be 
piaced ip thorough working order. Some of the 
new men on the 1. & St. L, and the Cairo Short 
Line were assaulted with stones Saturday, but 
the presence of deputy sherifis yesterday and t 
day prevented any violeut vutbreaks,ana the men 
were permitted todo their work in peace gud 
quiet, At the Union depot and in the Bridge 
Company’s yards everything is assuming a more 
cheerful aspect, and it is alleged that the strike Is 
virtually over. Of course, there are some 
vacancies to be filled, but the places at 
present are occupied by other employes of 
ihe companies, and in the course of a 
few days new nien wiil come in and the work will 
gv on as before.

FORENCON SESSION. CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

Wheat strikes the “lowest prices on the crop’’ 
in New York, yet the Bulletin says: ‘Very little 
has been done in cash wheat, and the part taken 
for export was worked for pre-engaged freight 
room rather than on fresh orders; these continue 
to be very scarce and far below a working basis.” 
And Carruthers & Allen of New York write: 
“Exporters took about 90,000 buatthe decline ou 
old orders, that is, orders that were far below the 
market when given. Late cables report foreign 
markets much depressed, with distress lots freely 
offered and a great pressure to resell cargoes on 
passage.” In the light of all this any reports of 
an export denand at the seaboard should be 
taken “cum grano salis.’,——Carruthers & Alleu 
also say of New York wheat that it is still a 
virgin market.——Private French cables report 
the failure of Schortsmanns of Don. This tirm is 
said to be one of the largest grain houses in the 


north of France. Their mills are located at Don.—— 
New York stocks @of grain this morning 
were 8,657,249 bu wheat, 3,179,430 bu corn, 2,496,712 
buoats and 441,323 bu rye, showing a gain of 
309,000 bu in wheat, 224,600 bu in corn, 143,400 bu 
in oats and 49,200 bu in rye, Toledo’s stock 
of wheat bas increased 10,480 bu to 1,785,672 bu; 
corn lias decreased 1,074,000 bu to 132,243 bu, and 
oats 9,661 bu larger at 88,816 bu.———The official 

report on the wheat crop of France gives a crop 
of 10,646,216 hectolitres,which ts equal to over 275,- 
000,000; bu.—-22.700 bushels No.2 rye was loaded into 
barges Saturday for European. shipments, Bal- 
timore’s stock of wheat is 2,346,148 bushels to-day, 

or 7,172 bushels larger than last Monaay, and corn 
has iucreased 3,545 busBels to 82,490 busbels. oom 
Milwaukee’s stock of wheat is 110,458 bushels 
smaller at 1,073,223. 

The “natural reaction” struck wheat in Chicago 
to-day and that market wen! up %c by J1 0’ clock, 
this speculative advance putting a little more 
stiffening into all the other mar- 
Kets of this country. The markets on 
the other side the “big pond” were as dull and 
dreary as ever,the early cables reporting dull- 
ness anda heavy feeling, though no decline, was 
observed. New York was dull aud lower at the 
opening also. Receipts in accumulative points of 
the West were large, 75,000 bushels coming in 
here, 381 cars inspecting in Chicago and 150 cars 
in Toledo. But these ordiharily bearish infiu- 
ences jalied to depress values.

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114 Feet Long Taken in St. 
Louis from a Promi- 
nent Business Man. 


On Wednesday last a gentleman 34 years of age. 
an okt resident and formerly a prominent busi- 
ness man of St. Louis, and who with’ many 
friends and relatives now resides in one of the 
most aristocratic quarters‘uf the city, called at 
the Everett House to consult The Drs.
